‘hensive survey with the assistance

and Mr. Stafford’s recommendation 
are to be ready early in August 
and on the basis of his work, the 
state will decide on the assistance 
to be given the county and the 
j local organization in saving the 
Lesiees for irrigation and protect-

gers.
